. 8 
My Friends. If there is a living prin- 
ciple of grace in your ſouls, it will be 
| growing and your growth will evi- 
ence your ſpiritual life. And would 
ou not have ſome evidence that you are 
indeed alive, united to Jeſus Chriſt as 
your living head, and have his Spirit 
dwelling in you as a vital principle! — 
That you are ſuch as he will preſerve 
from eternal death, and make happy in 
eternal life ? O what importance is it 
to examine whether you arc growing or 
not. Aſk yourſelf ſeriouſſy Am 1 
growing in grace or not? Does grace 
enter further into my ſoul; refine and 
ſpiritualize it? Have I more light, more 
faith, more love, more humility, better 
diſpoſitions for the ſervice of God and 
' ſelf denial? Am J more thankful, more 
watchful, more careful and diligent in 
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every duty? Does my growth extend 
to the ſeveral kinds of grace? Is grace 


more ſtrong and powerful? Are the ex- 


erciſes of it eaſy, regular, and conſtant ?* 


And do I find the fruits of it more emi- 
nently appearing both in heart and life ? 
Let me intreat you to dwell upon each 
of theſe particulars. 


1. Grace is growing, when it ſpreads 


itſelf wider in the ſoul ; that is, when 


each faculty becomes more ſpiritual and 


refined; when grace penetrates further 
into it; when the whole mind is more 


ſubject to the goſpel of Chriſt, and un- 


der its influence; when divine light 1s 
brighter in the underſtanding, and the 
will is become more loving and obedient 
to God; when the ſoul is more power- 


fully drawn by the great motives and en- 


couragements of the goſpel ; when it is 
more affected with the diſplays of the 
authority of God, and the grace of a 


Saviour, and more powerfully bowed 


to the Redeemer's demands. —when 


diving things take faſter hold of the ſoul 


and commands it more; when the mind 
is begome ſeaſoned with the great prin- 


cipleq of the goſpel ; when it is moulded 
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into the very image of God as the wax 
A man may be ſaid to grow, in propor- 
tion as the holy change paſſes further 
upon him, or is greater in the degree of 


it upon the ſeveral powers of his ſoul. 


In this ſenſe the Apoſtle prays for the 
Theſſalonians: the very God of 
peace ſanctify you wholly: and 1 


pray God, your whole ſpirit, and ſoul 


and body, be preſerved blameleſs unto 
the coming of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt.” 
: 2: We may be ſaid to grow in grace 
when we are growing in the ſeveral 
kands of grace. The beginning of the 
divine liſe in the ſoul, is like the — 
of a ſpark of fire which grows up into a 
flame: and when there is an increaſe of 
one and. the other, or of every kind of 
grace, then the ſoul may be ſaid to 
ow: when 1t has not only common, 
ut ſpecial grace; when there is not only 
light and knowledge, but faith alſo ; nor 
yet faith anly, but a holy life :—and 
when there is added to this, a flaming 
love.;—when tke foul. is melted into 
Godly ſorrow ; hen it is led to exer- 


ciſe itſelf in mortification and ſelf de- 
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knowledge and light, when the — 
i 


ſily led away by them, but can now 
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mal; and to cleanſe itſelf from all fit- 
thineſs both of fleſh and ſpirit: and 
when it riſes from holineſs to comfort 
and joy in believing. | * 
g. The ſoul grows when it becomes 
more ſtrong and powerful in any parti- 
cular grace. The more we grow in 
grace, the more will the force and effi- 
cacy of it be felt, and the attings of it 


will be more ſucceſsful in reaching their 
end, either in mortifying fin, or in fur- 


niſhing us for duty. We grow in 
myſteries of the goſpel ſhine more viſibly 
in the life, and become more fruitful in 
forming us to faith, andlove, and meek- 
neſs, and holineſs of converſation. The 


more we purify our fouls in obeying 


the truth through the Spirit, the more 


we grow in grace. So when our affec- 


tions become anſwerable to the ſteadi- 
neſs and vigour of our faith; when great 


difficulties do not lead us to diſtruſt and 
anxiety, as little ones did before; but 


we can truſt God in the greateſt that be- 
fall us. They grow, who once ſtruggled 


with paſhon and appetite, and were ea- 


r | 
overcome them; whoſe good deſires 
riſe into holy vigorous, endeavours z 
whoſe good thoughts ripen into holy 
words and actions; whoſe knowledge is 
more clear and.certain, more powertul 
and. experimental ; whole love 1s more 


fervent, ſteady, and pure—and whole , 


repentance flows not, only from a ſenſe 
of wrath, and fear of hell, but from a 
. ove. of God and hatred of fin. 


4. When the exerciſe of grace becomes 


more eaſy and pleaſant to us than it was 


before. When the ſeveral graces of 


the ſpirit are ready to be called out to 
exerciſe, and move like oiled wheels 
upon the firſt attempt to ſet them in 
motion. That ſoul is in a growing 
ſtate that is ready to attend duty upon 
ſhort warning, and with every grace 
engaged; that can pray and read in a 
ſpiritual frame, deny itſelf, act faich in 
the promiſes, renounce the devil and 
fleſh, forgive injuries. and do acts of 
charity with readineſs and pleaſure. 
Some perſons find their minds lie a 
great way off and averſe from ſpiritual 
and holy exerciſes: they muſt argue 


with themſelves a great While before 


* 
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they can prevail. The Chriſtian has 
frequently hard work to do. He muſt 
chide himſelf again and again, before 
his backward ſpirit will comply. On 
the other hand, when ſpiritual work is 
become natural and eaſy to the ſoul, 
there 1s undoubtedly improvement and 
growth in grace. There may be growth 
indeed where there is ſome difficulty in 
getting the heart into a ſpiritual frame; 
but then that grace cannot be ſo re- 
markable or great: though the eſſence 

ol it cannot be denied, yet the ſtrength 
and vigour of it muft. This is an evi- 
Aence that grace 1s weak, though 1t may 
be true. We may be iaid to grow in 
grace, when we are more 2 con- 
ſtant, and regular in the exerciſe of it, 
and are ſtill reaching forward to the 
greateſt perfection. 85 LEES 

5. The ſoul is growing when, the 
fruits of grace appear eminently upon 
it. The tree that bears good Aruit, cer- 
tainly grows. God is able,” ſays the 
Apoltle; to make all grace abound to- 
ward you; that they always having 
* ſufhciency in all things, may abound 
to every good work.” When Chriſ-

tians are called out te any ſpecial duty, 
or ſervice, - they ſhew they had their 


hearts fitted for that ſervice, by a readi- 


neſs to engage in it, and a ſkilful per- 
formance of it to the glory of God. 
This is a glorious fufhciency: When 
an earthly mind becomes heavenly, and 
a vain mind becomes ferious; when a 
narrow ſpirit becomes generous ; and 
one that was ſlothful and inactive in the 
fervice of God, becomes one of excel- 
lent uſefulneſs, full of good works, and 
brings forth fruit; — this is growth in 
| Grace. In any or all of theſe inſtances 
there may be growth. | 
6. Enquire whether you grow in 
humble, and mean thoughts of your- 
felves. To theſe God has made the 
promiſe, that be will give more grace: 
He reſiſteth the proud, but giveth 
“ grace unto the humble.“ Humbling 
erer is the way to be exalted, 
oth in grace, and in the divine favour. 
The tree that ſhoots its roots furtheſt 
downward, riſes higheſt upward with 
its branches, and ſtands the faſteth with 
all its height. They who have ſtood 
faſt in the rank of God's worthies, have 
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commonly had the leaſt and loweſt 
thoughts of themſelves. I count not 
« mylelf to have apprehended, was 
the language of that eminent apoſtle St. 
Paul. Not as though I had already 
« attained, either were already perfect: 
and in other places he conteſſes, that 
he was leſs than the leaſt of all ſaints, 
and the chief of ſinners. I am not wor- 
thy of the leaſt of all the mercies, and 
of all the truth, which thou haſt ſhewed 
unto thy ſervant. Humility gives riſing 
to gu: there is an aptneſs in it to 
make the ſoul grow, becauſe it leads it 
to God in Chriſt, under a ſenſe of its 
own weakneſs, and makes it warm and 
2 at a throne of grace for re- 
lief. 20 
7. Do you grow in a love, and value 
for the bleſſed Jeſus? This will be an 
excellent {ſymptom of growth! St. Paul 
was got to a noble height, when he 
counted all things but loſs, and ns 
for the excellency of the knowledge of 
Chriſt Jeſus his Lord! He who has 
been moſt, ſolicitous for Grace, and 
taken moſt pains in duty, will have the 
higheſt value for Chriſt, He ſees ſo 
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much imperfe&ion in every grace, ſo 


many defects in every ſervice he per- 


forms, that he will acknowledge he 
muſt periſh, if he is not juſtified by a 
better righteouſneſs—if he has not an 
all- ſufficient Redeemer. - | 

Laſtly. Do your defires after growth 
in Grace increaſe? and are you more 
diligent in your endeavours after it? 


Our perfection on earth lies in deſire; 
I. mean, in laborious endeavouring-de- 


ſire; not in ſlothful lazy wiſhes. When 
our duties are defective, God meaſures 
them by our defires, rather than by 
What they are, if, at the ſame time, we 
are ſtriving to come as near as we can 
to perfection. Deſires, indeed, are 
what the good yn talks of more than 
any thing elſe ; ut leſt you fhould flat- 
ter yourſelf into any dangerous miſtake, 


obſerve whether your defires are active, 


and put you upon the greateſt diligence 
and 1 45 in "the — that God hath 
Preſcribed. It is a remarkable, and an 
affecting expreſſion of a great man,— 
Hell is paved with lazy withes. The
